(Currently Amended) The smart card holder according to claim 6 ±, wherein the first 
central part comprises a section having an arrow-like contour and arranged to operate the 
blocking element. 

9. (Currently Amended) The smart card holder according to claim 6 ±, wherein the 

5 blocking element is formed by two sprung cross-slides situated opposite one another on the side 
of the arrow-like section and comprising locking pins arranged to engage in an L-shaped track on 
the second central part. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

w 4. Claims 6-9 are allowed. 

5. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
directed at a smart card holder comprising a first central part, a second central part, a blocking 
element, and a coupling element which couples the first central part and second central part. 
Rejection on claims 6 and 7 were overcome by filing a terminal disclaimer. Re claims 8, and 9, 

15 the first central part comprises a section having an arrow-like contour and arranged to operate the 
blocking element. Or the blocking element is formed by two sprung cross-sliders situated 
opposite one another on the side of the arrow-like section. Such smart card holder is neither 
disclosed nor suggested by the cited references.
